‘At a certain phase, I like to get 
parents involved in conferencing 
with a child, to keep them 
informed,’ she continued, **parents 
have been extremely cooperative. "’ 

Mrs. MacLean sees curriculum as 
a definite tool for modifying 
behavior. *'I like to have children get 
involved in positive projects that 
give them the opportunity to 
experience success---and give us the 
opportunity to give them the 
recognition and positive reinforce- 
ment they need." 


“The young man’s voice was soft, 
calm, as if he were discussing the 
weather,"" Yorba Lindan’ Mrs.

‘He's going to be protected, of 
course," he told Mrs. Huff, **but if 
he isn't he could be machine 
gunned, so could you and your 
family." 


As it turned out. Lynch was 
protected by a Brea police body 
guard, and no incident was 
reported. 

“Twas really just a conduit for a 
threat to Lynch." Mrs. Huff 


explained. 

Lynch, undaunted by the threat 
kept his speaking appointment with 
the local club. He devoted most of 
his talk to debunking the claims of a 


professed former CIA “hired 
assassin,"’ Philip ‘‘Dave’* Thomas, 
whose colorful tales of “CIA 


adventures" at a recent meeting of 
the Orange County Bar Association 
prompted Lynch to question 
Thomas’ authenticity. 


“A prime requisite for a CIA 
agent is more guts than sense," 
Lynch told the local woman, **but 
there's more intrigue in politics than 
in the CIA"’.

Assessment District Stalled 


City Eyes Park Funding 


Proposal of a city wide park's 
assessment district faltered at last 
Monday's city council meeting in the 
face of a staff recommendation that 
costs would be prohibitive. The 
report leaves city council members 
faced with another dead-end in their 
attempts to finance a city park 
system. 

According to a report by city 
administrator Art. Simonian, total 
costs for the proposal are 
approximately $2 million, with 
$228,000 allocated for engineering 
assessment work, financial, legal 
and other related administrative 
costs. 

Simonian estimated that the cost 
for engineers to perform the survey 
work and assessment engineering 
work, which is required to be done 
prior to the holding of a public 
hearing, would be approximately 
$100,000. If the district is not formed 
this expenditure is not recoverable, 
Simonian warned. **Also, based on 
preliminary investigation of the

Sunday at the Fullerton College little 


theater. Other dignitaries present. 


included Fullerton Mayor Frances 
Wood, Assemblyman Paul Carpen- 
ter and Third District Supervisor 
Ralph Diedrich. 

Born in Oxford, Mississippi, 
Cromwell came to California at age 
2, received his elementary school 
education in Yorba Linda schools, 
attended Fullerton Union High 
School and Fullerton Junior College. 
He received his B.A. from Whittier 
College, and M.A. from Long Beach 
State. 

The 54 year old local man served 
with the U.S. Marine Corps as a 
Naval Aviator during World War II 
and continued in the reserves 
program up until 1963. He retired 
with the rank of major. 


Cromwell taught in Fullerton 
schools from 1951 to 1955S, then took 
on a post as principal of Fern Drive 
School in Fullerton. 

In an interview with the Star, 
Cromwell commented on philosophy 
of education: **‘To me some of the 
best material on human behavior is 
contained in the Bible. Modern 
psychology has only been in 
existence for about 100 to 150 years. 
The Bible gives excellent advise that 
has existed over thousands of years. 
It helps guide us in terms of how we 
guide the child." 

**In terms of modern psychology,’ 
he continued, ‘*I strongly adhere to 


the idea that if you truly love 
youngsters, you'll hold them 
responsible for irresponsible ac- 
tions. I also believe in praise and 
positive reinforcement for those 
who've been doing well." 
Looking back on 24 years as an 
educator, Cromwell noted that the 
most rewarding part of his job is 
relating to the children themselves. 
“When a little kindergarten kid or 
first grader grabs my hand and 
wants to share an_ exciting 
educational experience, or when 


little guys just feel good about 
themselves and want to tell you 
about it--that's my reward."’ 


“If l only make one statement, it 
would have to be this, the only thing 
Ihave to give kids is God's love. The 
more I allow God to live through me, 
the more I have to ‘give."’ he 
concluded. 

Locally, Cromwell has been active 
in the Yorba Linda United Methodist 
Church through participation in 
church choir, various commissions, 
Church Board, couples club and 
Sunday school class. His affiliation 


with the Yorba Linda United 
Methodist Church dates back to 
1922. 


He also has been a member of the 
YMCA for the past 24 years.

1975-76 budget, such funds will not 
be available next year,"’ Simonian 
concluded. 

‘The consulting engineers, legal 
counsel and others experienced in 
assessment work, as well as city 
staff thus far recommend against 
formation of a city-wide assessment 
district. It is staff's opinion that 
there are better and more equitable 
methods of accomplishing © the 
Council's goals." 

Simonian said that even if funds 
were available the formation of an 
assessment district would take 
between six and eight months. 
Formation of the district would go 
into effect unless a protest 
amounting to S1 per cent of the total 
assessed valuation were registered. 
“But even with only a ten per cent 
protest you'd get about 700 people 
coming in here saying they don’t 
want it. | doubt very much whether 
the council or any other council in 
California could stand up to that type 
of political pressure,"’ Simonian 
said. 

City attorney Len Hampel also 
pointed out that the possibilities of 
“things not going well’’ for an 
assessment district were greater 
than with other modes _ of 
fundraising for local parks. ‘‘If 
everything went well, the assess- 
ment district route would be shorter, 
but potential setbacks are more 
likely. Also you're spending 
$228.000 to raise $700,000 for land 
and $600,000 for construction. 
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assembly seat in the June primary. 
Lynch also debunked hints of 
dealings between the CIA and 
Mafia. ‘‘Although anything — is 
possible in intelligence, CIA works 
on laws of probability--and it is 
highly improbable that two such 
secretive groups as the Mafia and 
CIA would trust each other."

Short of 
a city tax, | would have to go for an 
assessment district because even 
though we'd be paying through the 
nose for it. we know darn well a bond 
issue isn't going to pass."’ 

Councilman Whit Cromwell dis- 
agreed: ‘‘My first objection to an 
assessment district is that you're not 
going to the people on a large 
expenditure. Also, the assessment 
district involves many inequities. As 
far as a general obligation bond is 
concerned, people can vote for it if 
they want parks badly enough. 
You're not by-passing the people. If 
people do not want it enough to work 
for it--then the responsibility is 
taken off your back." 

Date for the special work session 
will be set Friday when all five of the 
council members are available to 
agree on a time.

Brea PD Gives 
YL Crime Report 


Yorba Linda's crime rate, which 
had fallen off in 1973, rebounded 
with vigor in 1974, according to 
figures released by the Brea Police 
Department. 

A total of 51S crimes were 
investigated in the city last year, up 
from 360 in 1973 and 440 in 1972. 
The increase over ‘73 was 43 per 
cent --but only 17 per cent over ‘72. 

Armed robberies showed a jump 
to eight for the year versus one each 
for ‘73 and ‘72. There were no 
strongarm robberies, although both 
‘73 and 72 had shown one each. 

Aggravated assaults rose to 15, 
up from 9 in "73 and 11 in ‘72. Rape 
entered the picture for the first time 
with 2 forcibles and one attempt. For 
the third year running, however, 
there were no homicides. 

Theft continued to comprise the 
largest single category of crimes, 
amounting to 57 per cent of all 
reports. Petty thefts of less than 
$200 numbered 251, as opposed to 
grand theft cases ($200 and over) 
which totaled 44. 

All thefts, at 295 cases, showed 
increases over "73 (183) and ‘72 
(256). 

Burglaries of all kinds made up 34 
per cent of reports, a total of 176 
(versus ‘73 figures of 147 and ‘72 
figures of 152). Residential burglar- 
les, at 119 made-up the biggest 
block. 

Unlike most other _ statistics, 
commercial and vehicle burglaries 
(41 and 16 respectively) showed a 
continuous rise over the three-year 
period. 

Auto thefts numbered 18, down 
from 19 in both previous years. 

Total value of all property 
reported stolen in the city was 
$239,643.74, up 143 per cent from 
1973 or 112 per cent from 1972. Of 
this, 1S per cent was recovered-- 
compared with 16 per cent in '73 and 
20 per cent in °72. 

Arrests for the year came to 585, 
of which 54 per cent involved 
juveniles. Felony arrests comprised 
29 per cent of the total, almost 
evenly divided between adults and 
juveniles. 

Unlike many figure, juvenile 
arrests rose steadily in the 
three-year period. 1974's total of 
314 compares with 171 in 73 and 100 
in *72. Misdemeanor arrests of 
juveniles have risen most sharply, 
‘74's total of 225 representing an 
increase of 341 per-cent over °72’s 


51, and 108 per cent over '73’s 108, 
Of all juvenile arrests, 46 per cent or 
143, were handled informally. 

In all, 18,598 man-hours were 
reportedly spent by the Brea Police 
Department in Yorba Linda, 45 per 
cent of the department's total he 
year. This contrasts with 47 p ent 
for °73. 

Overall, 38 per cent of the 
department's time was devoted to 
criminal matters and 13 per cent to 
traffic, representing no significant 
change over ‘73 figures. 

Yorba Linda accounted for 36 per 
cent of the department's total 
mileage of 511,517 miles driven.
